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THE  inftin&ive  propenfities  of  our  nature  prompt  us,  with  an  irre- 
fiftible  impulfe,  to  commiferate  and  relieve  the  diftreffes  of  our 
Fellow  creatures.  Every  humane  and  charitable  aflion  extorts  univer- 
fal  admiration  ; and  over  every  fcene  of  affi&ion  we  involuntarily  drop 
the  tear  of  fympathy.  Although  the  fentiments  and  feelings,  which  the 
real,  or  even  the  imaginary,  fufFerings  of  others  thus  excite  in  us,  are 
antecedent  to  deliberate  conviftion,  yet  are  they  fan£lioned  by  the  dic- 
tates of  reafon,  and  ftrengthened  by  fubfequent  refle&ion.  Confcious 
that  notwithflanding  any  apparent  difference,  which  may  arife  from  the 
artificial  diftinftions  of  rank  and  wealth,  we  are  all  poflefled  of  the  fame 
nature,  and  defcended  from  the  fame  origin  ; we  are  led  to  confider  eve- 
ry unhappy  objeft  as  intitled  to  our  compaffion  and  affrftance.  And 
thisclaim  on  our  generofity  receives  additional  force  from  that  relation 
and  dependence,  which  fubfifl  between  the  poor  and  the  rich  ; and  are 
the  cement  of  (ociety. 

The  inflability  of  riches,  of  which  daily  experience  affords  too  many 
melancholy  proofs,  fupplies  another  incitement  to  deeds  of  mercy  and 
generofity.  By  fome  unexpe&ed,  though  not  unufual  reverfe  of  fortune, 
either  we,  or  our  poflerity,  may  have  occafion  tofolicit  the  benefits  of  a 
Charity,  which  our  humanity  projefled,  and  our  liberality  fupported. 
One  reafon  for  this  mutability  in  temporal  events,  and  perhaps  for  the 
exiftence  of  phyiical  evil  in  the  world,  is  the  opportunity  which  it  af- 
fords for  the  exercife  of  beneficence  : fince,  if  all  the  inequalities  of  for- 
tune were  to  be  abolilhed  ; if  poverty  and  difeafe  were  to  be  banifhed 
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from  the  prefent  conflitution  of  things,  the  virtue  of  charity  would  at 
the  fame  time  become  extinCL  Thefe  general  motives  to  the  pra&ice  of 
foeffential  a duty  may  fuitably  introduce  the  particular  engagements  of 
this  Dispensary  for  the  prefent  year. 

It  has  hitherto  been  very  fatis  faCtory  to  find  that  though  contagious 
difeafes  have  frequently  appeared  within  the  diftriff  of  this  Charity ; 
vet  the  attempts  to  prevent  their  general  prevalence  were  always  fuc- 
cefsful.  In  the  month  of  Augujl , a nervous  fever  was  introduced  into 
the  New  Houfe$>  by  a young  woman,  from  the  IJle  of  Mann . It  was 
diflinguiffied  by  feveral  convulfive  and  putrefcent  lymptoms,  of  a very 
alarming  nature.  The  crifis  had  been  protra&ed  till  the  14th  or  17th 
day  ; and  in  one  cafe  was  not  completely  formed  before  the  20th.  To 
the  hufband  it  proved  fatal,  and  a daughter  recovered,  with  confidera- 
ble  difficulty.  The  Prophylactic  expedients  were  aided  by  the  ad-  ; 
vantageous  confiruCtion  of  the  buildings  in  this  healthy  and  pleafanfc 
fituation  ; each  family  inhabiting  a diflinCl  and  feparate  abode.  Hence,  t, 
notwithfianding  the  population  is  numerous,  we  can  rarely  apprehend  i 
danger  from  the  accidental  appearance  of  infe&ious  diffempers,  in  that  j 
part  of  the  town. 

The  fame  fpecies  of  fever,  but  to  a degree  much  more  violent,  occur-  1 
red  about  the  latter  end  of  September . A man  and  his  wife,  mendicant 
travellers  from  Scotland , arrived  in  Strand freet.  In  them  the  difeafe  | 
was  mild  in  its  form  and  ffiort  in  its  duration.  The  upper  room  allow-  v 
ed  for  their  reception,  and  very  partially  ventilated,  was  filled  with  beds,  | 
placed  near  to  each  other.  From  this  unavoidable  connection  originated  1 
a difeafe  more  malignant  and  dangerous  than  any  perhaps  ever  remem-  I 
bered  in  this  country  ; and  which,  from  its  general  diffufion,  threatened  J 
the  molt  dreadful  confequences.  A family,  which  had  thus  imbibed  i 
the  contagion,  immediately  removed  to  Charles -Jlr eet>  and  it  is  fcarce  ‘ 
poffible  to  conceive  a (late  fo  deplorable  as  that  which  the  numerous  \ 
inhabitants  of  a houfe,  in  this  confined  fituation,  patiently  fuffered. 
The  preffure  of  extreme  want,  aggravated  the  di  ft  refs  of  thefe  miferable  ; 
people,  and  increafed  the  power  of  the  contagion.  Nofupply  of  frefh 
air  was  admitted,  nor  any  regard  paid  to  cleanlinefs.  In  fuch  an  abode  ( 
of  wretchednefs  it  became  as  difficult  to  relieve  the  fymptoms  and  cure 
the  difeafe,  as  to  prevent  its  communication,  and  deflroy  the  contagion,  j 
A frequent  and  affiduous  repetition  of  every  mean  of  purification,  with  ; 
the  ulual  correClors  and  antidotes  to  infeClion  was,  in  confequence,  ne- 
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ceffary  to  its  perfect;  eradication.  A detail  of  the  progrefs  of  this  fever, 
and  the  diftreffes  it  occafioned,  will  convey  the  beft  idea  of  their  extent 
and  malignancy.  The  firft  obje&  of  its  attack  was  a boy,  aged  five 
years.  He  flept  upon  draw,  flrewed  upon  the  floor,  in  the  fur  the  ft  cor- 
ner of  a large  and  open  garret,  immediately  below  the  unceiled  roof, 
and  there  differed  all  the  fymptoms  of  the  moil  baneful  diflemper. 
From  this  dangerous  fituation  he  gradually  recovered  ; though  many 
weeks  were  required  to  overcome  its  relaxing  and  debilitating  effe&s. 
The  infe&ion  was  next  conveyed  to  the  father.  Stupor  and  delirium 
accompanied  the  firft  attack  of  the  difeafe.  Extreme  languor  marked 
its  progrefs,  and  its  fatal  termination  occurred  on  the  l ith  day.  The 
fymptoms  of  the  mother,  who  was,  foon  after  feized  with  it,  were  equal- 
ly violent  till  the  14th  day,  when  a circumftance  happened  which  pecu- 
liarly chara&erifes  peftilential  maladies:  the  formation  of  anabfcefsin 
1 the  glands  of  the  neck,  which  difcharged  a confiderable  quantity  of 
1 matter,  and  produced  a favourable  change  in  the  difeafe.  She  after- 
wards fuffered  a fimilar  fuppurating  tumour,  in  the  back,  and  continued 
very  languid  feveral  weeks.  The  appearance  of  the  fever,  in  three  other 
children,  and  the  fon  of  the  woman,  who  attended  this  family,  did  not 
exhibit  any  remarkable  variety.  The  fymptoms,  more  mild  in  their 
I nature,  readily  yielded  to  the  aids  of  medicine.  During  the  prevalence 
! of  this  dilorder,  the  fame  bed  frequently  contained  the  mother  and  four 
children  ; the  healthy  and  the  fick,  or  thofe  recovered  from  fever. 

The  danger  attending  the  imprudent  cuftom  of  vifiting  infe£!ed  pla- 
ces, and  the  fingular  virulence  of  the  contagion  were  exemplified  in  two 
perfons  ; who,  from  this  houfe  received  the  difeafe,  and  whofe  perfect 
cure  was,  with  difficulty,  effected.  Though  they  lived  in  different  parts 
of  the  town,  the  contagion  did  not  extend  itfelf  to  the  neighbouring  peo- 
ple. A labouring  man,  the  inhabitant  of  an  adjoining  apartment,  alfo 
fuffered  this  fever.  After  a confinement  to  bed  of  17  days,  he  remain- 
ed, fora  confiderable  length  of  time,  in  a ftate  of  weaknefs,  which  ren- 
dered his  recovery  doubtful.  The  laft,  and  moft  powerful  cafe  of  -this 
malignant  difeafe  was  that  of  a middle  aged  perfon,  who,  very  probably, 
received  the  contagion  from  living  in  the  fame  houfe  with  a former  pa- 
tient. The  ufual  fymptoms  of  fever,  particularly  thofe  of  the  cold  fit, 
were  remarkably  violent.  His  head  was  affeQcd  with  moft  excrucia- 
ting pain.  Infenfibility,  delirium,  hiccoughing,  and  a general  convul- 
five  tendency,  with  an  extreme  degree  of  languor  took  place  on  the 
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61h  day ; and  the  aggravation  of  thefe  fymptoms  terminated  his  exifl-. 
ence  on  the  9th.  Though  no  appearance  of  putrefaCtion  could  be  difi. 
covered  during  the  progrefs  of  the  fever,  yet  the  difcoloured  date  of  the 
body,  foon  after  death,  gave  every  indication  of  it. 

The  diftrefs  of  this  unhappy  family  was  considerably  alleviated  by 
the  application  of  private  beneficence  to  its  relief.  More  Suitable  ob- 
jects of  charity  could  no  where  be  Selected  ; and  the  requisite  Supply  of 
wine  and  cordials,  pecuniary  donations,  and  regular  attendance,  render- 
ed their  fituation,  in  Some  meafure,  Supportable  ; and  gave  additional 
efficacy  to  the  aids  of  medicine.  In  innumerable  cafes  of  poverty,  af- 
fliction, and  difeafe,  the  wretched  Sufferers  have  received  the  moft  libe- 
ral affiftance,  from  the  Same  Source.  The  fear  of  offending  the  delicacy 
of  perlons,  whofe  difinterefled  humanity  Seeks  not  the  reward  of  public 
praife,  impofes  a Silence,  which  muft  be  obferved,.  however  difficult  it 
may  be  to  reprefs  thofe  emotions  of  gratitude  and  admiration,  which 
are  involuntarily  excited  by  the  contemplation  of  Such  exalted  philan- 
thropy. But  though  the  extenfive  generofity  of  thefe  friends  to  the 
Sick,  the  indigent,  and  the  unfortunate,,  be  concealed  from  the  know- 
ledge even  of  the  objeCSs  whom  it  relieves,  yet  the  approbation  of  their 
own  mind,  thofe  feelings,  which  are  the  offspring  of  genuine  benevo- 
lence, and  thofe  refined  and  exquifite  fenfations  of  pleafure,  which  are 
derived  from  the  confcioufnefs  of  being  inffruments  of  happinefs  to  the 
affiiCled,  are  a recompence  incomparably  greater  than  the  applaufe,  the 
effeem,  and  the  veneration  of  the  world.  They  have  the  delightful 
affurance  that  their  bounty,  though  its  Source  was  unknown,  has  dried 
the  tears  of  the  widow,  and  the  orphan  ; has  difFufed  joy  and  gladnefs 
over  Scenes  which  were  overfpread  with  the'  deepeft  gloom  -r  has  remo- 
ved, or  mitigated  the  pains  of  difeafe  ; has  Satisfied  the  calls  of  hunger  ^ 
has  Smoothed  the  rugged  paths  of  calamity  ; and  has  Softened  the 
bed  of  death  ! They  have  received,  what  is  perhaps  not  an  ufelefs 
teflimony  of  gratitude,  the  benediClions  of  thofe  whofe  neceffities 
were  fupplied  by  their  invisible  hand  : frequent  and  fervent  prayers 
for  their  prosperity  and  happinefs  have  been  prefented  to  that  Being, 
with  whom  the  interceffion  of  the  devout  is  not  unavailing. 

During  the  Spring  months*  a Species  of  continued  fever*  in  many  re- 
fpeCts  fimiiar  to  the  preceding*  appeared  in  Several  parts  of  the  town, 
and  the  adjacent  country.  Its  progrefs  was  more  rapid,  and  its  event 
more  fatal.  In  the  beginning  of  the  difeafe,  a hate  of  extreme  general 
debility  and  relaxation  remarkably  affeCted  every  fundion ; whilft  pe-  1 
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Techial  eruptions  and  other  malignant  fymptoms  indicated,  at  the  fame 
time,  a dangerous  putrid  tendency.  To  the  regular  exhibition  of 
tonics , wiihyeajl,  opiates , and  the  neceffary  allowance  of  wine , might  the 
recovery  of  many  of  thefe  patients  be  imputed.  The  attempts  to  fup- 
prefs  the  influence  of  this  baneful  diflemper  were  frequently  fruflrated,. 
by  feveral  unavoidable  circum fiances.  Many  of  the  fituations  it  occu* 
pied  were  heated,  to  a confiderable  degree,  by  the  employment  of  their 
'inhabitants;  and  all  of  them,  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  clear  air  and 
cleanlinefs,  were  offenfive  and  unwholefome. 

Whilfl  fuch  fatal  diftempers  prevail,  the  funerals  of  the  dead  fhould 
not  be  delayed  longer  than  twelve  hours.  They  ought  to  be  condu6l~ 
i ed  with  great  privacy,  and  the  church  fervice  mufl  be  performed  after 
! the  interment  of  the  corpfe  : the  negle£l  of  this  lafl,  moll  requifite  pre^ 

I caution,  has  been  known  to  diffeminate  a baneful  contagion,,  through  a 
very  populous  diflricl. 

The  ufual  number  of  patients  fuffering  complaints  in  the  flomach  and 
bowels  has  been  confiderably  increafed,.  by  our  regular  communication 
with  Liverpool . A fever,  purely  dyfenteric,  had  long  prevailed  there,, 
with  peculiar  virulence,  and  proved  fatal  to  many  perfons,  whole  deli- 
cacy or  debility  of  conflitution  rendered  them  more  fufceptible  of  the 
difeafe,  and  lefs  qualified  to  refill  its  malignancy.  When  imported  into 
this  town,  the  diforder  was  always  fo  far  advanced,  as  that  the  patient 
experienced  a lax  flate  of  bowels,  with  frequent  and  painful  irritation  ; 
but  had  no  tendency  to  fever.  This  difeafe  occurs  at  the  fame  feafons, 
and  is  excited  by  the  famecaufes,  as  the  remittent  bilious  fevers  of  mar- 
fhy  countries,  or  warm  climates ; and  among  fleets  and  armies ; or  in 
populous  communities  no  contagion  has  ever  fpread  more  definitive 
ravages.  So  fuccefsful,  however,  were  our  endeavours  to  fupprefs  the 
difeafe,  that  it  has  not  been  communicated  to  a fingle  individual,  in  the 
I families,  or  neighbourhood  where  it  was  accidentally  introduced.  The 
caufes  to  which  this  diflemper  has  been  attributed  are  various.  Whilfl 
fome  have  compared  it  to  thtyellow  fever  of  the  Wejl  Indies , or  America , 
and  luppofed  that  the  commercial  engagements  of  Liverpool  had  occa- 
fioned  its  appearance,  others  again  derive  its  origin  from  certain  local 
circumftances  ; as  the  putrid  quality  of  the  water , or  the  want  of  ven- 
tilation and  cleanlinefs , in  the  confned  fituations  where  it  firfl  prevailed ; 
which  certainly  might  have  increafed  the  virulence  of  the  contagion  : 
but  its  moll  probable  excitement  was  the  moifl  flate  of  the  weather,, 
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'which  had  been  preceded  by  an  intenfe  degree  of  heat,  and  long  con- 1 
tinued  drynefs. 

To  the  influence  of  thefecaufes  may  be  added  the  abundant  fupply  j] 
of  recent,  particularly  (lone  fruit,  and  the  neceflity  which  compelled  I 
the  lower  clafs  of  people  to  employ  unwholefome  provifions  ; efpecially  j 
four,  decayed  bread.  This  difeafe,  as  conveyed  to  us,  aflumed  rather  a ! 
chronic  than  acute  form,  and  the  treatment  adopted  by  the  celebrated  ! 
Drs.  Cullen  and  Zimmerman  was  befl  qualified  to  remove  its  I 
caufe,  mitigate  its  fymptoms,  and  prevent  their  recurrence.  Hence 
.appeared  the  propriety  of  allaying  irritation  by  mucilaginous  and 
laxative  articles.  Preparations  of  barley , tappioca , and  the  maranta,  ; 
or  Indian  arrowroot,  w^re  employed,  in  common  diet,  and  cajlor  oil, 
.tamerinds,  cream  of  tartary  or  neutral  falls  > occafionaily  and  alternately  3 
taken. 

The  cure  of  the  difeafe,  fimilar  to  that  of  continued  fever,  particu- 
larly in  the  early  periods  of  it,  ffiould  always  commence  with  the 
exhibition  of  a gentle  emetic  ; which  might  afterwards  be  repeated,  in 
iuch  a fmall  quantity  as  to  determine  its  operation  to  the  bowels ; in 
order  to  obviate  that  flate  of  conftri&ion  and  fpafm,  upon  which  the 
violence  of  the  fymptoms  depends.  Opiates  have  been  adminiflered 
with  confiderable  benefit ; but  their  combination  with  emetics.,  in  fmall 
dofes,  and  aromatics,  was  always  mofl  efficacious.  AJlringents , in  va- 
rious forms,  were  fornetimes  neceflary,  when  the  difeafe  had  been  long 
protra&ed  : the  languid  Hate  of  the  fyflem  then  alfo  required  a courfe 
of  tonics,  with  a nutritive  an&.cordial  diet.  As  no  difeafe  is  more  apt  to 
recur,  with  violence,  from  any  imprudent  expofure  to  cold  and  moif- 
lure,  or  fatiguing  exertion  of  the  body,  the  greateft  care  and  caution, 
relative  to  exercife,  in  the  open  air,  were  flrittly  enjoined. 

The  Epidemics  of  children  which  required  the  aids  of  this  Charity, 
were  the  hooping  cough , fcarlet  fever,  and  fmall  pox.  To  the  two  former, 
from  the  mildnefs  of  their  fymptoms,  excepting  in  one  in  fiance,  there 
was  rarely  any  neceffity  for  medical  affiflance  ; and  the  latter,  from  the 
number  and  confluence  of  its  puflules  generally  became  fatal.  In  the  few 
cafes  which  required  our  attention,  application  was  never  made  at  the 
D isp en s ar  y till  the  advanced  periods  of  the  difeafe,  when  .a  flate  of 
malignant  putrefcency  prevailed  : 9 patients  were  admitted  ; of  whom 
3 died.  Notwithflandiog  the  mortality  of  this  contagion,  during  the 
iafl  and  prefent  year,  which  very  much  exceeded  that  of  any  former 
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period,  the  lower  clafs  of  people  (till  continued  averfe  to  tLepraClice  of 
Inoculation.  The  introduction  of  a new  and  peculiarly  benign 
difeafe , which  would  fuperfede  the  neceffity  of  ever  Suffering  the  fmall 
pox , was  then  recommended  ; but  few  children  have  been  permitted  to 
experience  its  benefits.  As  this  SubjeCt  has  now  excited  the  curiofity, 
and  attracted  the  attention  of  the  public,  it  may  not  be  improper  to 
(enumerate  the  various  faffs  and  arguments  in  its  favour. 

! The  clofe  of  the  laft,  and  commencement  of  the  prefent,  century 
have  been  dillinguifhed  by  the  introduction  of  the  COW-POCK,  a 
difcovery  not  lefs  new  than  important,  and  ufeful.  Mankind  muft  ac- 
knowledge, with  a fenfe  of  the  higheft  gratitude,  the  obligations  con- 
! ferred  by  Dr.  Jenner,  the  original  propofer  of  a meafure,  which,  in  a 
period  of  five  years,  has  preferved  the  lives  of  thousands:  and  whofe 
ineftimable  bleffings  will  be  multiplied  in  its  conveyance  to  future  gene- 
rations. Well  has  he  merited  that  teft  of  national  praife  and  gratitude, 
which  Parliament  has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  affign  him;  and  long 
: may  he  live  to  enjoy  it  1 In  almoft  every  part  of  the  habitable  globe, 
it  has  been  praCtifed  with  fuccefs  ; and,  in  this  kingdom,  upon  more 
i than  100,000  perfons;  and  the  few  fatal  inftances,  which  have  occurred, 

I can  be  attributed  to  other  caufes.  Twenty  years  ago  it  was  obferved 
by  Dr.  Archer,  phyfician  to  the  Hofpital  for  Inoculation,  in  London , 
that  a milk  girl,  from  Cricklade , in  Wiltfhire,  in  consequence  of  having 
Suffered  the  Cow-pock,  was  not  fufceptible  of  the  variolous  contagion  : 
and  it  has  been  afferted  by  Dr.  Barry,  of  Cork , from  the  beft  autho- 
rity, that  the  Cow-pock  was  known,  upwards  of  150  years  ago,  in  the 
South  of  Ireland , to  be  poffeffed  of  this  Singular  efficacy.  But  we  are 
indebted  to  the  Sagacity  of  Dr.  Jenner,  for  the  general  application  of 
this  Safe,  mild,  and  certain  fubllitute  for  the  fmall  pox.  In  collecting 
a number  of  well  attefled  faCts,  he  has  Shewn  its  expediency,  from  the 
cleared  evidence  of  experience.  Drs.  Wood  vi  lle,  Pearson,  Wa- 
terhouse, Lettsom,  and  Thornton,  with  many  other  eminent 
practitioners,  by  their  ftudious  attention  to  this  interefting  fubjeCt,  have 
proved  and  extended  its  utility. 

The  peculiar  advantages  derived  from  the  inoculation  of  this  difeafe  ; 
and,  in  many  refpeCts,  its  Superiority  to  that  of  the  fmall  pox>  are  mani- 
feft  from  the  following  considerations. 

1.  Previous  to  the  cow-pock  inoculation,  no  preparation  of  the  pa- 
tient, either  as  to  diet  or  medicine,  is  requifite  ; nor  are  any  purgative, 
pr  alterative  remedies,  neceffary  after  the  difeafe  fubfides. 

2.  Chiefly 
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2.  Chic  fly  confining  its  operation  to  the  part  where  the  cow-pock 
matter  is  applied,  it  only  excites  an  inflammatory  blifter  : a fmall  hard 
pultule,  which  never  fuppurates,  is  afterwards  formed.  Its  fymptoms 
are  fo  moderate  as  fcarceiy  to  merit  the  name  of  a difeafe  ; the  general 
ftate  of  the  fyflem  being  rarely,  and  then  but  (lightly  affetted.  It  hence 
becomes,  unqueftionably, 

3.  A much  milder  and  fafer  difeafe  than  the  inoculated  fmall  pox^ 
which  is  found  to  be  fatal  to  1 in  600  ; and  is  equally  qualified  to  pre- 
vent the  neceflity  of  the  natural  contagion. 

4.  We  feldorn  find  any  medical  afliftance  requifite  in  this  difeafe; 
nor  is  the  attendance  of  the  family  ever  neceflary:  a confideration  of 
110  trivial*  moment,  with  the  lower  clafs  of  people. 

5.  It  effectually  renders  the  patient  incapable  of  ever  furfering  ei- 
ther the  cafual,  or  inoculated  fmall  pox. 

6.  This  difeafe  is  not  preceded,  or  attended,  by  thofe  powerful 
convulfive  or  putrid  fymptoms,  which  frequently  occur,  and  prove 
mortal  in  the  natural ; and  fometimes  in  the  inoculated  fmall  pox. 

7.  As  its  fymptoms  never  violently  diforder  the  patient,  there  is  the 
greateft  degree  of  probability  that  they  cannot  prove  fatal,  nor  danger- 
ous, and  no  pofitive  fa<51  to  the  contrary  has  yet  been  fubflantiated. 

8.  Being  neither  infe&ious  nor  contagious,  it  can  only  be  communi- 
cated by  the  ufual  mode  of  Inoculation , viz.  a flight  incifion,  or  abrafion, 
of  the  cuticle.  Hence  every  intercourfe  may  be  admitted  with  thofe 
who  experience  the  difeafe,  witho.ut  any  apprehenfion  of  receiving  it. 
The  ftate  of  the  atmofphere,  the  breath,  perfpiration,  or  effluvia  arifing 
from  the  wearing  apparel,  or  bed  clothes  of  the  patient,  will  not  convey 
it.  Upon  thefe  accounts,  a partial  inoculation  of  people  for  the  cow- 
pock  cannot  endanger  the  health  of  the  adjacent  community. 

9.  The  fmall  pox  is  peculiarly  malignant,  and  frequently  fatal  to  cer- 
tain families,  and  conflitutions : whereas  the  cow-pock  is  invariably 
benign.

10.  It  has  been  obferved  that  inoculation,  for  the  cow- pock,  improves 
the  general  health  of  children,  who  have  tender  and  delicate  conftitu- 
tions. 

11.  It  never  occafions  external  deformities,  tumours,  abfcefles,  blind- 
nefs,  lamenefs,  or  any  other  complaint,  which  fometimes  attend,  or 
fucceed  the  fmall-pox. 

12.  As  the  effe&s  of  the  cow-pock  inoculation  are  obfervable  in  7 or 
8 days,  and  as  thofe  of  the  cafual  variolous  infe£lion  may  require  a lon- 
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ger  period : the  introdu&ion  of  the  former  might  be  admitted,  to  pre- 
vent the  appearance  of  the  Jatter. 

13.  The  cow-pock  caunot  communicate  any  other  difeafe  : nor 

14.  excite  thofe  di [tempers  to  which  the  conflitution  may  be  predif- 
ipoled,  from  an  hereditary  taint.  This  is  by  no  means  the  cafe  with  the 
[mail  pox  ; which  has  been  known  to  bring  into  abtion  the  feminia  of 
fcrophula,  and  other  poweiful  difeafes. 

15.  It  has  been  pra&iled,  with  luccefs,  in  all  climates,  feafons  of  the 
year,  Oates  of  the  weather,  and  conditions  of  the  body  ; as  that  of 
pregnane)  : the  age,  fex,  temperament,  conflitution  and  infirmity,  or 
leven  difeafe,  of  thr  body  being  of  no  confequence. 

16.  As  the  cow-pock  mav  be  introduced  repeatedly,  and  as  a flight 
degree  of  fever  is  fometimes  excited,  it  has  been  recommended  as  pro- 
per in  a variety  of  chronic  difoiders,  where  the  nervous  fy  ft  cm  was  vio- 
lently affe&cd. 

17.  The  local  diieafe  in  the  part  to  which  the  matter  was  applied  is 
oblerved,  in  many  inftances,  to  be  lets  confiderable,  and  of  fhorter 
duration  than  in  the  inoculated  fmall  pox. 

j8.  The  cow-pock  mav  be  communicated,  in  the  ufual  mode,  to  per- 
fons,  who  have  previoufly  differed  the  lmah  pox,  either  cafualiy,  or  by 
inoculation,  and  the  limpid  fluid,  taken  from  the  puflule,  will  be  quali- 
fied to  produce  the  difeafe,  and  become  a certain  protection  againft  the 
'influence  of  this  dangerous  malady. 

1 he  general  employment  of  the  Cow-Pock,  therefore,  appears  to 
be  a perfectly  fafe,  and  fecure  mean  of  extirpating  a painful,  pernicious, 
and  ofFenhve  difeafe. 

As  it  is  of  the  utmofl  confequence  to  diflinguifh  the  genuine,  from 
the  fpurious  Cow-pock,  it  will  be  neceffary  to  notice  the  elfential  cha- 
racters of  each. 

The  fyrrptoms  of  the  true  cow-pock,  as  affecting  the  part  itfelf, 
are,  in  many  re(pe£ts,  firnilar  to  thole  of  the  fmall  pox.  The  place 
where  the  h alter  was  inlcrted  appeals  upon  the  2d  or  3d  day  a little 
elevated,  and  fliohtl)  inflamed.  1 his  Hate  gradually  increafes,  and 
becomes  upon  the  7th  day  a fmall  pnhuie;  which,  about  the  nth  or 
12th  forms  a firm  and  f lat,  yet  fmooth  tumour.  At  an  early  period,  a 
cor>  fide  ra  hie  dcg»ee  of  h?’di  efs  can  be  felt  around  the  vebcle,  which 
contains  a veiv  Jin'  pic]  fluid  ; and  the  chief  criterion  is  its  being  (un- 
bounded bv  a deep  yellow,  approaching  to  an  orange-coloured  effloref- 
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cence.  Upon  the  8th  da y,  the  patient  fometimes  fuffers  a degree  of  fever, 
head  ach,  frequent  puife,  and  a painful,  or  rather  uneafy,  tumefa&ion, 
in  the  glands  or  the  axilla.  Small  red,  and  afterwards  horny  eruptions, 
not  containing  any  matter,  often  appear  upon  the  inoculated  arm,  about 
the  12th  or  i3‘h  day.  The  whole  procefs  is  completed  in  14  days. 

The  fpkuncus  cow* pock,  and  which  affords  no  protection  from  the 
power  of  the  variolous  contagion,  is  diflinguiffied  by  the  appearance  of 
an  eruption,  at  the  punctured  part,  very  fuperficial  and  extenfive.  In 
its  colour  not  yellow,  but  purplifh,  and  refembling  a flight  degree  of 
eryfipelatous,  or  even  gangrenous  inflammation,  and  frequently  termi- 
nating in  a troublefome  phagedenic  ulcer.  Numerous  puflules,  of  a 
fimilar  nature,  fometimes  a’fo  occupy  the  furface  of  the  body. 

Thecaufesof  this  fpurious  and  ineffectual  lpecies  of  cow-pock  are 
faid  to  be 

1.  When  matter  is  taken  from  puflules  on  the  teats  or  udder  of 
the  cow,  which  are  not  poffeffed  of  any  lpecific  virus,  and  only  excites  a 
flight  fuperficial,  livid  coloured  blifter. 

2 . From  matter  which  has  lofl  its  efficacy,  from  putrefaction,  or  any 
other  latent  caufe. 

3 When,  from  being  taken  at  an  advanced  period  of  the  difeafe,  its 
qualities  are  decompofed  or  deflroyed  : which  will  be  the  cafe, 

4.  In  all  ulcerated  cow-pock  eruptions. 

5.  Stimulant  matter  produced  by  a hoi  fe  will  excite  eruptions  upon 
the  human  fk;n,  which  do  not  contain  matter  capable  of  communica- 
ting the  cow  pock. 

This  difeafe  has  been  imputed  to  the  want  of  proper  food,  or  any 
caufe  of  exceffive  heat  and  perfpiration  ; particularly  that  of  violent  ex- 
ercife;  or  where  cows,  in  great  numbers,  are  clofely  confined  together. 


PRECAUTIONS  and  DIRECTIONS  relative  to  the 
COW-POCK  INOCULATION. 

1.  We  fhould  not  employ  matter  taken  from  patients  fuffering  a va- 
riety of  puflules,  fimilar  to  thofe  of  the  lmall  pox;  nor  where  any  livid 
eryfipelatous  inflammation  fun ounds  the  inoculated  part, 

2.  The 
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2.  The  matter  fhould  be  taken  about  the  6th  or  7th  day,  when  it  is  in  a 
limpid  (late.  After  this  period  it  becomes  more  vifcid  and  apparently 
purulent.  If  then  employed,  it  either  difappoints  our  expectations, 
or  produces  adifeafc,  which  will  not  defend  the  patient  again!!  the  vari- 
olous infe&ion. 

3.  With  regard  to  the  application  of  the  vaccine  matter,  the  lancet 
fhould  fir  ft  be  nioiflened,  with  the  breath,  or  by  the  vapour  of  warm 
water,  and  held,  in  fuch  a direction,  as  to  allow  the  fluid  it  contains  an 
opportunity  of  being  conveyed  into  the  part  by  a flight  incifion,  and 
abrafion  of  the  cuticle. 

4.  The  vaccine  matter  becomes  milder  in  its  progrefs,  from  the  cow 
to  the  inoculated  perfons : hence  we  ought  to  prefer  the  matter  which 
has  pafled  through  feveral  conftitutions,  to  that  which  is  taken  from  the 
animal  itfelf. 

5.  Where  children  have  been  inoculated  with  equal  parts  of  the  cow- 
pock  and  fmall  pox  matter,  the  fymptoms  were  invariably  thofe  of  the 
former  difeafe.  The  fame  effe6l  is  alfo  produced,  if  both  fluids  are  in- 
troduced, at  an  inconfiderable  diftance  from  each  other. 

6.  In  adults  the  fymptoms  of  the  cow-pock  are  more  ftrongly  mark- 
ed than  in  young  people  ; therefore  infants  are  more  proper  fubjecls  of 
this  inoculation  than  grown  perfons,  or  even  children  of  three  or  four 
years  old  : as  the  latter  are  more  liable  to  fufFer  fever,  and  a painful 
efflorefcence  of  the  part  wrhere  the  matter  was  introduced. 

7.  The  bed  method  of  conveying  the  vaccine  matter  to  adiflance, 
is  between  two  fmooth  pieces  of  glafs,  precluding  the  air  by  fealing  wax, 
or  gold  beaters  {kin;  or  upon  pieces  of  cotton  thread,  inclofed  in  bot- 
tles, with  ground  glafs  doppers*  As  the  application  of  heat  will  deflroy 
the  quality  of  the  fluid  it  fliouid  be  dried  gradually,  in  the  open  air. 

OBJECTIONS  and  DIFFICULTIES. 

As  we  know,  from  experience,  that  the  cow-pock  can  be  repeatedly 
introduced,  by  inoculation,  it  appears  remarkable  that  it  can  act  as  a 
preventive  of  a limflar,  equally  Ipecific,  but  more  malignant  diieafe. 

It  is  doubtful  how  far  it  can  be  juflifiable  to  make  our  fellow  crea- 
tures the  fubje£is  of  experiment  with  acrid  animal  poifons.  This  doc- 
trine cannot  be  applied  to  the  prelent  inquiry,  for  the  fecretions  of  the 
cow  are  acknowledged  to  be  more  innocent,  grateful,  and  (alubrious 
than  thofe  of  any  other  animal ; upon  thefe  accounts  it  may  be  inferred 
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that  a flight  topical  eruption,  it  may  accidentally  fuffer,  cannot,  very 
probably,  be  poffeffed  of  an  impure,  acrimonious,  or  baneful  quality. 

As  it  is  now  univerlally  allowed  that  this  peculiar  vaccine  difeafe  can 
prove  a benign  fubflitute  lor  rhe  calual  or  inoculated  fmali-pox,  the 
principal  objection  wind)  could  poflibly  arife  again  11  its  employment  is, 
whether  this  counteracting  power  will  ever  be  obliterated  in  the  confti- 
tution,  and  the  patient,  in  conftquenc  , at  any  future  period,  become 
liable  to  fuffer  this  dreadful  malady  ? It  may  be  here  replied  that  no 
evidence  in  proof  of  Inch  occurrence  has  been  yet  produced.  The 
milk  maids,  in  the  fouthern  counties,  who  have  had  tiie  cow-pock,  ma- 
ny yeais  ago,  ftill  continue  incapable  of  admitting  its  influence,  though 
inoculated  for  the  frnali  pox,  or  expofed  to  an  atmofphere  impregnated 
with  its  effluvia. 

Another  conli deration,  and  perhaps  of  equal  moment  with  the  for- 
mer, is  that  of  accurately  difcritiiinating  the  fyiuptoms  of  the  genuine  cow- 
pock  from  thofe  of  the  fpunous ; or  determining,  with  certainty,  whether 
the  true  difeafe  has  been  experienced.  \\  ith  practitioners  to  whom  its 
ellential  characters  have  not  frequently  occurred,  this  will  be  juftly  ac- 
counted an  almoft  mfuperable  difficulty,  and  muflexpofe  the  patient  to 
considerable  danger.  It  may,  however,  be  readily  obviated,  by  an  at- 
tention to  the  diagnbftic  circumflances  already  enumerated;  in  which 
an  attempt  is  made  to  define  thefe  different  Hates  of  difeafe. 


It  is  the  duty  of  the  conductors  of  this  Charity  to  acknowledge,  with 
gratitude,  the  beneficence  of  leveral  well-difpofed  perlons.

Their  zeal  and  fliiuity  were,  upon  this  nccalion* 
eminently  difp'ayed  ; and  they  wih  have  the  gratification  t<>  find  that 
their  labours  or  Charity  are  amply  c^mpenlated,  by  tiu3  benches, 
which  rhe  Poor,  in  particular,  and  the  Common  i r y,  in  general,  rm  ft 
derivv  from  them.  PerfvCt'y  frnfifc.e  of  tvele  benefits,  we  advert,  with 
tha  d.ruine'  , to  ihe  original  Patrons  of  ibia  Oispen&aky  ; and  elp"- 
ciaiiy  tu  the  late  nobie  Larl,  who,  Com  ito  primary  dUbiiiiiment,  has 
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had  the  goodnefs  to  prefide  over  it;  and  from  whom  was  received  that 
munificent  and  unfolicited  Bcnefaftion,  which  fupported  the  Charity 
nearly  twelve  months  ; and  laid  the  foundation  for  the  various  fchemes 
of  utility  it  has  fince  been  enabled  to  accomplilh.  The  condefcenfion 
and  kindnefs  of  hia  fuccelfor,  Lord  Vifcount  Lowther,  in  confenting 
to  patronize  this  Difpenlary,  demand  our  higheft  praife  and  warmed 
gratitude. 

In  clofing  this  ffatement  of  the  principal  objefts  of  this  Inffitution, 
it  may  be  proper  to  remark,  that  the  ftrongefl  incentive  to  charity,  is 
its  concomitant  pieafure.  Other  gratifications  are  tranfitory  and  un^ 
fubftantial ; they  difappoint  us  in  the  pofteflion,  and  become  infipid  by 
long  enjoyment.  The  delight,  on  the  contrary,  which  an  Aft  of 
Beneficence  conveys  to  our  feelings  is  of  the  molt  pure  and  exalted 
nature;  it  exceeds  our  mod  fanguine  expectations  ; it  is  (lengthened, 
inftead  of  being  weakened,  by  frequent  repetition  ; it  is  not  of  momen- 
tary duration,  but  is  heightened  by  reflection,  and  the  approbation  of 
of  our  confcience  ; and  it  caffs  a ray  of  joy  and  confutation  over  the 
gloom  of  adverfity,  and  the  concluding  Icene  of  life  ; when  other  plea- 
sures are  either  entirely  forgotten,  or  are  remembered  only  with  com- 
punftion  and  remorfe.  But  exclufive  of  this  refined  and  exquifiie  de- 
light, we  fhall  receive  an  ample  reward,  in  the  gratitude  and  benedic- 
tions of  thofe,  whofe  forrows  our  Chakity  has  mitigated,  or  removed.
